The Street Car Strike the Topic 
of the Day. 


How the St. Louisans Will Show Up 
as Pedestrians. 


‘ 


Reports From All the Lines on the 
Stoppage To-Morrow. 


Moral Suasion to Be the Only Argument 
Used by the Strikers. 


It isnot very often that the whole people of 
St. Louis go out ona strike as they propose 
coing to-morrow morning, when the street 
cars stop. No Trades Union movement has 
ever received such warm support from the 
whole body of people. It is considered that 
when a man has to work eighteen hours out 
of twenty-four he is certainly entitled tothe 


sympathy of the community. Convicts 
at hard labur in the peniten- 
tiaries are gentlemen of elegant 


leisure compared with him. A man whose 
average iavor,is sixteen hours a day really 
does two mens work; he might as well be 
eonfined to a tread-mill for all the vears he 
works at the break or thebell punch. The 


meeting of the strikers at Turner Hall last 
night wasa very enthusiastic one: fully three 
bundred- street car employes were present 
two hundred of whom added their names to 
the roll which now comprises tive bundred. 
Mr. John Gerrigan, the President of the 
Union, took the chair, and Mr. John J. Hogan 
addressed the meeting. Mr. Dolan, who 
Was appointed to present the demand of the 
meetmg to the superintendents, reported 
that be had visited all thestables. Mr. Lan- 
der, one of the committee to wait upon the 
residents, reported that when he called on 
Mr. Maxon, that gentleman inquired if he 
were an employe of the Lindell Railway 
Company. U pon receiving an aflirmative re- 
ply, Mr. Maxon ordered his immediate dis- 
charge. Quite a number of spotters were 
present at the meeting, and at onetime it 
looked as though violence was tobe used 
with *some of them, but nothing was 
done. The following resolutions were passed: 

Be it resolved, That on Saturday morning 
next the drivers and conductors of the vari- 
ous roads assemble at their various starting 
points, and if the companies have not then 
avreed to comply with our just demands, we 
will in a body quit work and not take out a 
single car until our request for twelve hours 
for a day’s work has been granted. 

Resolved, Thatthe Executive Committee 
appointed at last night’s meeting be instructed 
to see that the above resolution is carried out 
at the various starting points. 

Speeches were made by several persons anid 
the meeting adjourned until this evening at 
nine o’clock. It was only the short run men 
on each nigbt who were present, so that the 
audience jast night was. different from the 
night before. 

TO-DAYS WORK. 

This morning bright and ecarty the Strikers’ 
Bommittee was hard at work on all the lines 
securing additional names to the roll. Three- 
fourths of the employes had signed last night, 
and fevery legitimate effort was made to- 
day to add thebalance of the men to the list. 
Success attended the efforts of the committee 
in-every direction except on Franklin avenue, 
where the men, conductors and drivers 
have grown very’ fukewarm. 
POsT-DISPATCH reporter one of the con- 
ductors phrased the sentiments of himself and 
his companionstbus: “Weare as you might 

ray born and raised on this line and we don’t 
liketa leave it. We have talked the matter over 
among ourselves and have come to the con- 
clusion to keep at work. If the other boys 
work the thing through we will get the twelve 
hoursa day, too; that is what the bosses as- 
sure us, and if they don’t our places would 
just be filled up with other men. We have 
ot hothing to gain by striking and every- 
thi etolose. So, why should we strike?” 

“in, other words,” said the reporter, ‘‘you 
wa e balance of the men to fight this 
thing through for you,and then you will come 
in Eo divvy afterwards ifthey win.’’ 

‘Well, that’s about the size of it. We've 
all Rot families to look out for, and I don’t 
see What we would gain by going out on the 
strike.’ 

‘‘Are any of the men going out?’ 

‘‘Not that I know of. I guess we will stay 
where we are.”’ 


This statement was corroborated 
by several -of the conductors on 
subsequent cars, whom the re- 


orter caught on fly. It is, to tsay the 
least, rather a selfish policy, but the men are 
committed toit, and it is highly probable 
that the Franklin avenue cars will run as 
usual to-morrow morning. Men upon the 
other lines denounce this action of the Citi- 
zes’ Railway men in no measured terms. 
They describe them as cowardly, with- 
out grit enough to demand what they want, 
but hope to sneak in and get the/enefit of 
otber men’s work. Thereis no telling what 
aday may do, however. and the committee 
are laboring with the Franklin Avenutes as 
hard as they can. 

Upon the Fifth Street Line not a murmur 
can be heard. The men are a unit in their de- 
termination to quit work to-morrow morning 
if their demands are not complied with. The 
men on this line have the longest hours and 
the hardest work; the long runis nineteen 
hours and few men are able to stand 
the labor for any time. The 
rumor that Mr. Fuqua has secured a number 
of negroes to take the cars out in the morning 
is contradicted by the men, who claim that 
there is nothing in it. No violence will be 
used by the strikers at all, and anybody that 
wishes can go there and take out a ear. 
There is a vague possibility that some irre- 
sponsible people, who have no connection 
at al) with the strike may conspire to make 
the street-car-driving African pabenes 
Anything of this kind, however, will be 
promptly stopped as soon as discovered, 
as the strikers is “pg deprecate any vio- 
lence or intimidation whatever. They will use 
nothing but moral -suasion, and they cannot 
be beld accountable for what indiscreet sym- 
pathizers may do. 

the Cass Avenue Line no discharges have 


been made even of men. who have openly 


avowed their determinatién of striking. Mr. 
ea has interrogated all of the men as to 
their intentions, but has not signified what 
the company proposestodo. Every man 
upon the line is in sympatby with the strike,

THE LINDELL RAILWAY 
has begun to feel the power of the combined 
employes already. Mr. Maxon the President, 
yesterday resolved upon an offensive cam- 
paign and eighteen entployes were yesterday 
fired out. 

This morning, contrary to all anticipation 
no one was found to fill the vacant places and 
the day’s run was begun nine cars short.

STREET CAR RAILROAD INVESTMENTS. 

When the representatives of street railroad 
corporations talk about barely paying ex- 
penses and heing able to declare only insig- 
nificant dividends they are liable to put forth 
a phase uf the street railroad business calcu- 
lated to deceive the general pub'ic. The rela- 
tions of the capital stock to the cost of build- 
ing aroad are often peculiar. One of the 
original officers of the Fifth Street Road gave 
a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning 


some suggestive fgures. The compa- 
ny Which built and originally own- 
ed the road put in $6),000, and 


borrowed on a mortgage $240,000. With $300,- 
000, they built and A A the road in 
complete shape from Salisbury street to the 
Arsenal. The profits of the road were made 
to pay off this debt on the greater portion of 
it and the stock was watered again and again 
until. now it is $900,000, and the company 
makes a poor mouth because it can’t pay 
large dividends on the entire $900,000. The 
investment proper represented in the road is 
only a smal! amount over $60,000. 
It is stated by several of the Fifth Street 
conductors that Mr. Fuqua has been spend- 
ing the day in energetic efforts to secure a lot 
of negroes to serve to-morrow as conductors 
and drivers. ‘He has been only measurably 
suceessful, however, and the men entertain 
no doubt offtheirjability to dissuade these par- 
ties from taking cars out to-morrow morn- 


ing. 

A delegation of citizens, patrons of the 
road, wast eI interviewed the conductors and 
drivers of the Franklin Avenue Liae, at the 
request of the Strikers’ Committee, asking 
them to come out with the rest of themen. It 
is said that this request will have a good 
effect.

Political Potpourri. 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—President Gar- 
field has declared to a leading Republican 
Senator his earnest desire that the pending 
nominations be confirmed, especially the most 
important ones. He spoke of the embarass- 
ments of the administration} and some of its 


departments and divisions because 
of unfillea vacancies in impor- 
tant positions. The sentiment among 


Republicans in favor of confirming the 
important nominations has been growing of 
late, and the request of the President has de- 
termined the Republicans to hold a caucus 


for the consideration ofthis matter and to 
arrange for executive sessions. The caucus 
will be held, it is said, before th 
middle of next week, and som 
Republican Senators favor holding it to-mor- 
row. The caucus may select the pave unob- 
jected nominations for confirmation. There 
are pending 154 nominations, most of which 
have not been referred to the committees. 

A meeting of the Judiciary

POCKET MINING. 


Bohemians of the Mines and How 
sh They Work. 
Virginia City (Nev.,) Cor. New York Tribune. 
In Calaveres, Amador, Mariposa, Tuolumne, 
and many other counties of California are 
found a class of menknown as ‘pocket min- 
ers.”? They are the Bohemians of the mining 
world. Once a man achieves success in pocket 
mining, he hereafter cares little for working 
placers,sinking deep prospecting shafts on 
quartz veins, or doing anything else in the 
way ofregular mining. The pocket miner is 
generally a bachelor. He lives in « cabin 
pitched in some picturesque spot in the 
mountains, somewhere aboutthe snow line. 
Not unfrequently his rude log hut is seen 
perched upon a jutting point of rocks at the 
edge of some great canon along which strag- 
gle dark groves of tallpine, spruce and fir 
trees. In the bed of the canon dashes a stteam 
of sparkling water that has its source in re- 
gions of perpetual snow, ‘high among the 
great granite peaks of the Sierra Nevada. In 
seme such place the pocket miners makes his 
home, caring little for the bustle, struggles 
turmoil of the great worid outside, only 
faint echoes of which ever reach him in his 
mountain home. Pocket miners generally live 
in pairs, each man baving a partner,as among 
placer and most other classes of miners. ‘They 
work together and together they “loaf.” 
Pocket miners are those who search for the 
rick spots or “‘pockets’’ in veins of gold- 
bearing quartz. These pockets yield from 
$200 or $500-up to $10,000 or $15,000, and occa- 
sionally twice these amounts. Some tims 
the pockets are in quartz ledges that crop out 
above the general surface of the gronnd, but 
they are more frequently what are called 
-**hlind’” leads; that is, veins that are hidden 
under the debris of rocks and soil that has 
washed or rolled down upon them from 
bigher points on the slopes of the mountains. 
In prespecting for pockets samples of soil are 
taken trom the sides of a mountain or hill of 
romising appearance (one that is traversed 
be many veins of quartz), and when gold is 
found on washing outa pan of this, another 
sumpleis taken irom a point above, and so 
the particles of goil are carefully traced back 
to the point whence they started—to the 
“‘nocket.”? All pockets that come to the sur- 
face, Gr that have once been on the surface, 
throw off more or less gold. Often a pocket 
that contains but $200 or $300 is found to send 
down atrail of gold several hundred yards in 
length. As would naturally be supposed, 
the gold is coarest and most abundant near 
the pocket in which it was produced. A 
pocket miner may wash a pan of dirt 
taken from the foot of a mountain, and get 
buta single speck or *‘color”’ of gold, yet it 
will be for him a ‘good “prospect.” An or- 
dinary miner would not give such a mere 
point of gold asecond thought; but for the 
pocket miner the little glittering particle of 
metal possesses much significance. He at 
once carefully examines it with a magnifying 
giass. At the first glance he can tell wheth- 
er it is a grain of placer gold or is gold from 
a quartz vein. Placer gold is smooth and 
shows signs of washing and attrition, while 
quartz gold is rough, jagged, and frequently 
bears the impress of the matrix in which it 
was formed. This peculiarity, however, is 
not often to be distinguished in very small 
pieces. The prospector can also tell from the 
character of the ground whether his ‘‘pros- 
peel ? is from a places or from a quartz.vein. 
f no washed gravel is seen om the hill, or in 
the dirtfrom which it was panned, it is al- 
— certain thatthe gold is froma quartz 
vein. 
The gold generally moves down the face of 
a mountain in a direct line from the pocket 
that produced it,spreading out like a fan as it 
descends. Thus it will be seen that it is to- 
ward the foot of a mountain that the pros- 
pector most readily gets on the track of a 
Saas though the particles of gold are there 
ikelyto be few and small. Though but one 
— of gold be obtained from the first pan 
dirt, the next, taken some rods higher up 
the mountain, may yield halfa dozen parti- 
cles, and the next, still higher up, a cent or 


wo. 

While thus following up the trail, should 
the dirt fail to yield gold, the prospector 
may know thatijhe has passed above the pock- 
et, and must turn back and start anew by tak- 
ing a pen of dirt from a = but a short dis- 
tance above that from which he obtained his 
fast gold. Working in this way he at last 
hits upon the spot from which the flow of 
= started. The quartz vein may be but an 

ch or twoin length, and the pocket no more 
than three or four feetin length, yet the well- 
trained pocket miner will surely find it. A 
rich spot in a quartz ledge, that has 
thrown out any gold at all, cannot escape 
him when once he has struck its trail. 

The pockets that throw down most gold are 
those in quartz which is much decomposed. 
This is in most. cases quartz filled with iron 
pyrites, which have rusted until eaten away 
and left in the form of ared powder or a fri- 
able mass easily crumbled to dust. In the 
midst of this ferruginous material are seen 
the particles of native gold, bright and glit- 
tering as any polished article of jewelry. 
Lumps of this decomposed iron and rock 
becpme detached trom the vein and roll and 
wash down the face of the hill, and, crumb- 
ling and dissolving, leave in their course a 
frail of golden sparksthat sink into the soil.

A CUR’S FATAL BITE. 


The Wretched Death of a Philadelphia 
Lad from Hydrophobia. 
From the Philadelphia Times, 20ta. 


On Friday, February 1', Harry Vetter, 
about 18 vears of age, engaged asa weaver 
in an ingrain carpet mill, near Amber and 
York streets, was bitten on the hand by a cur 
supposefi to have been mad and afterwards 
killed. The boy paid little heed to the matter 
and suffered no ill effect from the accident un- 
til last Saturday night, when he was taken 
with violent pains, and on Monday afternoon 
died at the residence of his parents, on Fifth 
street, above Susquehanna avenue, under 
peculiarly distressing circumstances, of hy- 
drophobia. The dog by which the lad was 
bitten was a little black mongrel and follow- 
ed the boy’s sister into the mill, in which 
she also was mee 8 and crawled un- 
der Harry’s oom. Harry put his 
hand under the loom to withdraw the dog, 
when the brute snapped at him. Harry made 
a second attempt toseize the animal, when 
he wasjseverely bitten onthe thumb. Peter 
Kistner, a weaver, about 30 years ola, then 
madeagrab atthe dog and received a slight 
wound on the hand from the animal’s teeth 
for his pains. Kistner immediately placed 
his lips to the abraded part and drew out the 
poison from the wound as far as possible and 
spatitout. He then applied some half-chew- 
ed tobacco to the wound. Harry Vetter, how- 
ever, simply placed some of the tobacco upon 
the wound in his thumb, without applying 
his lips to the wound. The dog was reache 
after about half an hour’s maneuvring and 
killed, and the whole matter was forgotten. 

Harry was at work as usual every day since 
the accident up to and including Saturday of 
last week. On Saturday aiternoon he com- 
pluined of pains in the head, but did not ap- 
pear to mind them much, and after supper on 
Saturday night he wentout and remained 
away until about 90’clock. When he re- 
turned, however, he wasin a profuse pers- 
piration and complained of greater pains ia 
the headand also of a violent prin thatseemed 
toreach from his shoulder to the thum) 
which had been bitten. He went up Stairs 
and laid down. About 10 0’clogk he called 
for water. Whenit was | rought to him,how- 
ever, he could not prevail upon himself to 
drink it. ‘Phe very sight of it seemed to con- 
vulse him. Ile could nut understand why this 
should be, and did not suspect the dreadful 
truth. On Sunday, Easter day, the bov was 
much worse and Dr. J. O. Eberhard, of Liw- 
rence and Dauphin streets, was sent for. 

When the physician arrived he perceived at 
once thut the lud was afflicted with hydro- 
phobia and} administered the medicines usu- 
ally given in suca cases, but without any ap- 
parent effect, He consulted Dr. J. Vanbus- 
kirk, of Second and Dauphin streets, and E. 
S. Gloninger, of 259 North Sixth street, who 
agreed with bim that the boy hada pro- 
nounced and violent attack of hydrophovia. 
The lad grew worse every hour. He had con- 
vulsions constantly, and piteously moaned for 
sleep. Two grains of morphia were hyper- 
dermically injected in quarter grain doses 
during the day in hope of inducing rest. Dur- 
ing Sunday night he was given‘Ssbout half an 
ounce each of chloral and bromide of potash, 
in divided doses, but without any appreciable 
effect whatever. 

From Saturday night until Monday after- 
noon, itis stated, the boy did not sleep five 
minutes. At times he could scarcely breathe. 
He could take the medicines only by closing 
his eyes and swallowing with an effort. He 
could take no food whatever. Saliva gathered 
like froth upon his lips, and he was kept con- 
stantly wiping itaway. His desire for water 
was as great as his repugnance to it whenit 
touched his lips. It was thought that he 
might drink it if be could not see it, and some 
was placedin a tumbler and gum tubing 
placed in it, so that the boy could drawit up 
without having it meet his eyes. The device 
was useless, however, for as soon as the fluid 
reached his mouth he was thrown into con- 
vulsions. On Sunday nightthe boy himself 
felt that he was goingto dic, though he did 
not know what his malady was. He said that 
he would not murmur against the Divine 
will. Hediedin the afternoon, on Monday, 
exhausted with long and intense sufferings. 
Peter Kistner, who was bitten at the same 
time with Harry, has not suffered at all.

THE DEAD NOVELIST. 


A Just and Careful Estimate of Dis- 
raeli’s Literary Work. 
From the New York Tribune. 


It is not easy to estimate the late Earl of 
Beaconsfield simply as aman of letters, for 
the obvious reason that he usually put his 

litics, or What passed with him for politics, 

to his books. Notdevoid of imagination, 
not without some constructive skill, nor en- 
tirely incapable of 
created nothing, and his action goes on as if 
the figures which animated it had mysteri- 
ously stepped out of the frames of photo- 
graphs. he political discussions which 
cumber the pages and interrupt the flow of 
the narrative are among the dreariest ever 
oe into the mouths of beings presumed to 

ehuman. There is a suggestion that poli- 
tics are something immeasurably profound, 
something mysteriously transcenden- 
tal, instead of being, as _—=_—sAt- hey 
really are, differences quite ma- 
terial about potato crops and the taxes on 
beer. Everybody seems to be trying to 
puzzle everybody else. Men and women talk 
as if their whole business was to show how 
sharp they are. 
fim is spread over practical points. Coarse 

uestions are dressed up like reer oxen be- 

ecked with oe colored ribbons, and the 
Government of England, which is really the 
most practical affair in the world, is abused 
or supported as if it were the jgov- 
ernment of a philosophical academy, the fu- 
ture business of whose pupils would be to 
preach to the world the subtleties of Thomas 
Aquinas or the wire-drawn distinctions of 
Abelard. Even if the political novel of the 
Disraeli school were inthe least consistent 
with the laws of literary art, it would be in 
danger of lapsing into dullness. Pamphiet- 
eering is not novel writing. The contests of 

oliticians have not and never will have the 

eroical elevation which is not only desirable 
but absolutely essentialin romance. There 
must be something done,as well as something 
talked. ~There must be detinite motives 
and contests which are at Icast as substantial 
as games at cards. 

No estimate of Disraeli’s|literary work can 
be other than superficial and unsatisfactory 
which leaves out the fact that personally he 
was not a man of literary instincts. His 
books, from *‘ Vivian pest to **Kndymion,” 
were not meant to be veritable novels, in the 
sense in which “Bill Jones” or “Gil Blas” is 
anovel. Their purpose was ulterior and had 
nothing whatever to do with literary success, 
which the writer doubtless beld. to be verv 
cheap. Theirform was convenient and it 
was employed, butifit had heen necessary 
their author would as cheerfully have engag- 
ed in cotton-spinning as in writing and print- 
ing books. What he wanted was to 
delineate human nature in general, 
but his own In particular; his Wants and as- 

irations, bis cleverness, notin writing, but 
in doing sometiing else—in managing parties 
and inleadinpg men. Itwas notareal book 
which was to be created—it was this party to 
be encountered, or that person to be shoul- 
dered, set aside or made ridiculous, while 
the author became venerable beyond his years 
and noble beyond his§ birth. Everything 
which we have thus far said is illustrated in 
the first chapter of ‘*Kndymion,” a novel 
which three months ago everybody was read- 
ing: which three years hence will have utter- 
ly lost the color and perfume which so many 
suw and smeltinit, becoming no more than 
a faded and bedraggled nosegay without 
form, tint or fructifying seed. 

A not very ill-natured critic might say of 
Mr. Disraeli’s novels that their brilliancy is 
that of the cheap chains and scarf pins which 
adorn the persons of well-whiskered and 
well-waisteouted snobs; and he might add 
that too often their atmosphere, in spite of 
the magnitude of their proportions, is that 
of a penny steamer running to Kew Gardens 
of a Sunday morning. There were great 
faults of taste in the earlier work, and such as 
they Were then they remained to the 
last. Zenobia leans back upon “a brilliant 
sofa.”? Servants ‘‘glide about the suite of 
summer chambers occasionally with sherbets 
and ices.’”’ The ‘*twins are dressed,’’ if pos- 
sible, more fancifully and “brilliantly than 
their mamma.” They have “brilliant com- 
plexions.’”? The boy is ‘‘in a black velvet 
jacket with large Spanish buttons of silver 
filagree, a shirt of lace, and a waistcoat of 
white satin.’’ Thisisthe taste of a tailor, 
and elsewhere are evidences of the taste of a 
hairdresser. Park Lane and Holliwell street 
are not such an immense distance from each 
other after all. 

While, for a purpose, we are taking rather 
anextreme and over general view of the 
books of Beaconsfield, we would not be un- 
derstood to underrate their cleverneess. We 
do not believe thatthey have fifty years of life 
inthem. We are quite certain that a century 
hence nobody will read them, nor, indeed, as 
a rule, know anything aboutthem. At the 
same time, it would be useless to deny that 
they bave an occasional vivacity, chapters of 
much brilliancy,a wit sometimes not over 
scrupulous, and passages here and there of 
real eloquence. Butall these cannot com- 
pensate for a want of purpose higher 
than the selfish aspirations of the 
novelist. As pictures of social life ofa par- 
ticular sort in England they may have a pass- 
ing verisimilitude of which we cannot judge. 
But of their essential unreality there can be 
no doubt. They have a bigher literary char- 
acter thanthe average fashionable novel pos- 
sesses, but they share in 1ts faults and partake 
of its follies.

Why readers of the present gen- 
eration have found them so entertaining it 
would be interesting to consider. But the 
matter is of no consequence; and the author 
himself is not of much consequence now. 

Sturdy veracity and straightforwardness of 

urpose are sure totellin the long run, in 
00kr of fiction as ineverything else. A great 
deal too much is said of Lord Beaconstield’s 
success, as if success were a certain test of 
merit, ome jiterary or moral. The story 
is startling, but it will not mortally startle 
those who are familiar with English history. 
The Earl of Beaconsfield|was not the first to 
rise from ——s obscurity to the 
dignities of « Prime Minister. Upon the 
whole, success of this kind has been one of 
the commonest things inthe annals of the 
world. Barbers have become Grand Viziers. 
Peasants have risen to the command of great 
armies, and reached the penultimate step of 
the throne itself. Real success of 
another kind, positive according to 
canons Which we do not usually employ, has 
been rarer, and is and will always be of an- 
other nature. We are not speaking of the 
Earl, but ofthe novel-writer.- In literature 
there are nopeerages. The cynical old phi- 
losopher of Chelsea, with that theory of suc- 
cess Which he preached 6o vociferously, and 
believed in when he was in a passion—we 
have just lost him, and with all our fault- 
finding and with all his, have felt that our 
loses was actual and tangible. The English 
nation is this morning in a regulation state of 
funeral decorum, loudly protesting that it 
has Jostits great man. But his death will 
break no hearts. Indeed, in this life and this 
death there is no question of hearts at all. 
Putupthe hatehment! lower the dust into 
the receptacle provided for it! say gravely 
the Vanitas Vanitatum, and wait for the com- 
ing of the next adventurer. It was a pretty 
play; nothing in the Arabian Nights finer;

SAVED FROM HANGING. 


The Romance in the Life of Thomas 
De Jarnette, of Virginia. 
Danville (Va.) Cor. New York Sun, April 20. 


The trial of Thomas DeJarnette, for the 
murder of his sister in July last, was given to 
the jury at lla.m. to-day, and after being 
out twenty minutes they brought in a verdict 
of not guilty, by reason of insanity at the time 
the deed was committed. After the verdict 
was announced there was a demonstration of 
applause in the court room, which was 
promptly suppressed by the sergeants. The 
verdict seems to meetthe approval of the 
community. 

It was on the night of July 8, 1880, that De 
Jarnette’s crime was committed. At the 
time he was depot agent at Brown Summit,in 
North Carolina, about 25 miles from Danville. 
That night he came to Danville and went at 
once to a house of ill repute known as 
‘*Blonde Hall.’? He knocked at the door and 
asked if Miss Mollie De Jarnette was in, and 
that young lady being called he went up 
stairs with her. The. inmates of 
the house had no idea that 
the young man was the girl’s brother. 
As soon as he entered his sister’s room De Jar- 
nette locked the door, and, drawing a pistol, 
begun firing at her without saying a word. 
She ran 
behind the bed and threw up her armas 
though to ward off another shot, and with a 
ery for mercy crouched behind the bed. Her 
brother fired again, this time the ball shatter- 
ing her arm, and he sent three more bullets 
into her body. Police officers who were near, 
broke down the door and rushed in. De Jar- 
nette stood with the pistol in his hand and was 
looking sternly at his sister, who lay crouched 
between the bed and the wall, covered with 
blood. The young man was cool, and said he 
had shot his sister because she had brought 
dishonor upon the family by leading a life of 
shame, and he would rather see her dead than 
lead such a life. Moilie De Jarnette said she 
knew sbe would die, and begged the officers 
She did not blame 
him, for she knew she had disgraced the famiiy. 

The young woman lingered eight days. Her 
brother was taken to see her every day, and 
a short time before her death she raised her- 
selfin bed and saidto him: ‘*Brother, em- 
brace me, and give mea farewell kiss.”” He 
stooped down and kissed her saying: ‘Yes, 
the kiss of death.’’? Until this time he had 
‘displayed noemotion when talking to her. 
He did not, from first to last, say anything 
which would lead to the belief that he re- 
gretted the murder of his sister. She died 
after professing religion, and earnestly beg- 
ging that ber brother be lightly dealt with. 

De Jarnette’s parents were formerly wealthy 

eople of high standing in North Carolina. 

fe was tried in Aucust last, found guilty of 
murder ard sentenced to be hanged in Octo- 
ber, 1880, but the Supreme Court granted him 
a new trial. There was quite a romance con- 
nected with his prison life. It seems that 
when he committed the crime 
he was affianced to a Miss Murray, 
who lived near Summit Depot. As 
soon as she received intelligence that her 
lover was in jail she came to Danville, and her 
devotion to him during the time of his first 
trial was commented oh. The young woman, 
however, had two other admirers, and about 
six weeks ago astonished the community by 
marrying one of them on the day that she had 
fixed to marry the other.

This young man raises cotton 
and corn, and all the time that is not needed 
for work on the farm heemploys in hauling 
goods from the railroad to Emory for the 
merchants there. He contrives always to 
have a return load, and makes this business 
highly profitable. Both these young people 
are as energetic and pushing as any that I 
know in the North. The man does not drink 
atall; has novices that I could discover. 
They have two sturdy littlé children. All go 
tochurch on Sundays. The only thing I 
could see to regret intheir lifeis that the 
young wife and mother is working too hard.

STRANGE STORIES. 


Happenings More Remarkable Than 
: Those Related in Fiction. 
From the Chicago Inter-Ocean, 

People often talk about the unreasonable 
and impossible incidents celated in novels, but 
there are asstrange happenings in real life as 
were ever narrated by writers of fiction. We 
remember how the great flood described by 
Charles Reade in his novel, ‘Put Yourself in 
His Place,” was characterized as worse than 
the annual yarns about the sea serpent; but 
directly has come an actual flood in New Eng- 
land that more than equaled in terror and 
destructiveness the incident described by 
Reade. Indeed, we are all the time reading 
of something in real life that -discounts the 
novelist. A Louisville paper tells how a Mrs. 
Isaacs of that city ran a needle in her foot 
nine years ago. Last week the self same 
needle worked out of the thigh of her 
third child, a baby of one year. The 
Elmira (N. YJ Express, in speaking of 
this instance, recaNs another even more 
remarkable. Thirteen years ago Mrs. 
Henry Josephs, of Pine Bluff, Ark., swal- 
lowed a needle, and two weeks ago last 
Thursday it was picked out of a saw-log in 
Bay City, Mich. The same paper mentions 
the case of Mrs. Charles Flannagan of Dulutb, 
who swallowed a pin when she was a girl of 
nineteen. She had the erysipelas, and it was 
feared that the pin, working in connection 
with that dreadful disease, would perma- 
nently disable her, but finally she recovered. 
About six weeks ago Mr. Flanagan’s adopted 
sister experienced a prickly sensationin the 
end of her big toe, and a few days after pulled 
the long Jost pin from her foot. A still more 
remarkable case is that of Mrs. Hannah 
Wedgewood, of Green Bay, Wis. Shortly af- 
ter Mrs. W. was married her mother-in-law 
missed a diamond pinof small size, and for 
sime time there was much feeling and very 
unpleasant suspicions regarding its loss. 
Fiiteen years after the occurrence Mrs. 
Wedgewood picked the pin out of the whisk- 
ers of the hired man who worked for the 
Wedgewood family when the gem was swal- 
lowed. 

Thereis no explaining these occurences. 
Science stands puzzled in their presence, and 
can only look on and wonder, like the rest of 
mankind. Take the case of Horatio Gurney, 
of Councit Bluffs. In 1869 he was a soldier 
in the Fourteenth Obio, and was on the Ya- 
zoo River expedition. One day the company 
cook borrowed a small gold wateh belonging 
to Mr. Gurney, which had a string attached 
to it made out of raw deer hide. Suddenly 
the cook gave a ery and began poundinga 
hig dog that belonged to the command and 
had become ravenously hungry. Running to 
the cook they foundthat the dog had grabb- 
ea the raw deer hide attached to the watch, 
pulled it off the stool where the 
watch was lying, and when it 
was set upon, had swallowed watch and 
all. Persons laid their ears to the dog’s 
side and cOuld distinctly hear the watch tick. 
The boys of the company would not hear of 
the dog being killed, and made upa — for 
Mr. Gurney, who consented to lose the 
watch. Four years after the war Mr. Gur- 
ney discovered that watch in a Chicago pawn- 
shop, where it had been left by a brother of 
the cook who saw the dog swallow it. Mr. 
Gurney keeps the watch as a queer relic of 
the war, and as evidence that material ob- 
jects as well as personal traits can be trans- 
mitted by one animal to another. These in- 
cidents might be multiplied, for they are oc- 
curring all around us. 

Sympathy—or a deep anxiety 
about the property of another, frequently re- 
sults in the passage of certainportable article 
through the hands of a whole family; some- 
times never reaching the original owner at all. 
In the midst of such simple and undeniable 
facts as these it isidle to claim that anything 
is absolutely safe, or that persons when hyp- 
notized or otherwise affected may not abstract 
and convey through involved and unexplained 
processes portable property from gencration 
to generation.

Opium Smoking in China. 
From the London Times. 


Bhe habit of opium smokingis common all 
over China, but it is in the West, in the com- 
paratively unknown half of China wést of 
the 110th meridian, that it is most prevalent. 
In some parts of Western Hu Pei and Eastern 
Szechuen it is all but universal; there are 
few adultsin any station of life who do not 
tuke an occasional whiff, and the very streets 
ofthe towns and villages reek with opium 
fumes. The practice isthere indulged in the 
most open manner, and no more‘stigma or dis- 
rrace attachestoit thanto smoking tobacco. 
Mr. Watters, Her Majesty’s Consul at Ichang, 
made careful inquiries last year into the 
origin of this practice, and he found that it 
had been indulged in for several hundred 
years, long before either the present reigning 
dynasty or foreign merchants and their opium 
were ever dreamt of. The custom genera- 
tions ago passed into the family Sacra, and 
at funerals in the west of China, among other 
gifts which are transmitted into the next 
world, by burning paper fac-similes of them 
in this, iorthe solace of the departed, isa 
complete set of opium smoking requisites— 
pipe, lamp, needie, etc. By the people them- 
selves the habit, so far from being regarded 
as acurse, is looked on sine qua non for a 
Chinaman who wishes to make the best of 
both worlds. 

The whole of the opium consumed in the 
West is locally produced, and Indian opium 
does notcome higher up the Yanestze than 
the districts contigu: u: to the port of Hankow, 
nor is itimported by any channei into WwW est- 
ern Hu pei, Sechuen, or the other provinces 
oithe West. Above and beyond the enor- 
mous quuntity there grown for local use, 
there is a large trade in the drifg mostly con- 
iudian opium is 
cunsumed in the provinces adiacens’ to the 
treaty ports and, being an expensive article 
ascompared with native «pium, is mostly 
smoked by the well-to-do classes. The com- 
mon people in these provinces smoke the 
native drug, whichis either grown on the 


borders of Kiang|Sujand|Ho Nan or smugyeled . 


overland irom the West. All Western 
China, therefore and the lower classes in 
Ka:tern China smoke native-grown opium.

EUREKA SPRINGS, April 18.—This place is 
like Saratoga in one respect, and that is it has 
to be seen to be appreciated and there the 
jikeness Ceases. 

In order to see it one has to come here, and 
‘n order to get here innumerable dicomforts, 
hardships and actual suffering must be borne. 

Those of your readers who contemplate a 
yisit here must make up their minds to under- 
vo gn amount of worry, trials and disappoint- 
ments. These disagreeable things begin at 
seligman, the terminus of the St. Louis and 
san Francisco Railroad,and end when you get 
hack there homeward bound. No improvement 
will be made for the transfer of passengers 
from Seligman to the Springs until a railroad 
is built between the two points. It seems to 
me the travelis sufficient for capitalists to’ 
invest in this enterprise, as it promises to 
vield a large dividend upon the investment. 


Large numbers of visitors from different States 


are now coming; invalids by the hundred ar- 
rive daily, andyet nothing has been done 
to facilitate the travel over the terrible road 
over Which they must pass to get here, 

The train leaving St. Louis on Tuesday 
night had about seventy-four passengers 
pound for the Springs; some thirty of them 
were brought over in coaches, the remainder 
in mud wagons and other contrivances. The 
coaches Were like sardine boxes in the mode 
of packing; in one with a capacity of nine we 
nad eleven inside and fourontop.

A Chicago Notary Punished for Evad- 
ing United States Process. 


When the United States Grand Jury was in 
session a few weeks since for the purpose of 
investigating the jand frauds, which casés 
have since been abandoned in the Federal 
Court, a subpcena issued for the attendance 
of Chas. W. Bishop, a Chicago notary, who 
was understood Lo know a grext 
deal about the acknowledgment 
of deeds in eonnection With 
the land titles. The notary failed to obey the 
summons, buta certificate was sent down 
from a Chicago pbysician to the effect that 
Bishop was to ill to travel to St. Louis. 


Deputy Marshal Soest left here onthe 15th 
to investigate the matter, and he discovered 
that Bishop had gone West to grow 
up witb the country. He fol- 
lowed him and after wu weary search 
through the snownbound country finally 
brougbt up at Leadville, Colorado,a few 
mornings since. Armed with the authority of 
a special deputy of the Denver District, U.S. 
Court, Soest proceeded to lowa Gulch,a min- 
ing camp, about twelve miles from Leadville, 
where he found his man officiating as secre- 
tary of the Iowa Gulch Gold and Silver Min- 
ing Company. Hewas at once placed under 
arrest and brought here by the next 
through train, arriving this morning, 
Bishop appeared in Court shortly before 1 
o’clocKk in the custody of the Marshal to an- 
swer for evading the process of the United 
States Court in a matter involving criminal 
proceedings. Judge Treat gave him an op- 
portunity to make a statement, and he said 
that it was the first experience with him of 
being in the hands of law officers. He had 
served himself as Sheriff in Minnesota and 
Quartermaster in this State. He did not 
obey the summons to attend the Grand Jury, 
because-an Audrain county attorney had told 
him that he could not be compelled to go fur- 
ther than 100 miles to testifv. At that time 
he had nofunds tocome downto St. Louis. 
The Silver Mining Company had furnished 
money totake him outto Colorado and he 
was very sick when he got there. Then he 
wis told thattbe Grand Jury hid dropped 
the session, and he would not be required to 
attend here.

TRACK TROUBLES. 
Renewed Opposition tothe New South 
St. Louis Line. 


The street car companies are claiming a 
great deal of public attention just at present. 
While sympatby is aroused in the discussion 
of the conductors’ and drivers’ long-hour 
grievance, popular sentiment, which has al- 
ways been opposed to corporation monopoly, 
is stirred up in another direction 
by the obstinate measures of  re- 
sistance offered by the Fifth Street 


Line or St. Louis Railroad Company and the 
Union Depot Company or Gravois Road line, 
to the efforts of the South St. Louis Company 
to operate its track, and come into the center 
of townat Sixth and Market streets. In 
Judge Thayer’s court this week both opposi- 
tion companies have had a great deal to say, 
and the conflict is persistent and bitter. 

The Union Depot Company objects to any 
arrangement for the use of the Decatur street 
track, the cars of the South St. Louis Com- 
pany requiring to come in on that track fora 
distance of about five blocks. It will have to 
be done bythe legal process of condemnation, 
as no agreement can otherwise be reached. 
The Union Depot management contend that 
the SouthsSt. Louis Company could come in 
by way of Eighth street, and they see nogood 
resulting to them from the cars of a new line 
running over any portion of theirtrack. Tne 
Fifth Street Line comes to the front with a pe- 
tition foran ordercompelling the South St. 
Louis Company to show cause why they 
should not be committed for con- 
tempt of court in disoveying the 
injunction which restrained thein 
from constructing or operating a track within 
the limit of the third parallel block. Not- 
withstanding the recent legislation whieh wus 
directed against a monopoly of this character, 
the Fifth Street Company takes the ground 
that the act of the Legislattfre giv- 
ing them  the_ three-block monopoly 
was not repealed. Judge Thaver has 
this morning granted an attachment for econ- 
tempt to issue in this matter against Pierre 


aceording to James’ statement, put in 
his net and drew out three hundred 
pounds of the best of the scaly inhabitants.

be guiltv of a misdemeanor and punished by 
a fine of not Jess than $10, nor more than 
$100 for each offense.
